Be Sure to Sign Name and Give Address 


Many orders reach us lacking either or both. Customers 
when writing about unsigned orders will aid us in identifica- 
tior1 by mentioning some of the articles ordered. We have a 
number of unidentified orders on hand now. 


Remittances

When the weather is sufficiently warm we pack all 
express orders in light, strong baskets (which we furnish ™ 
free), having the tops exposed. Plants packed in this man- 
ner will earry nicely for a great distance and keep for a 
week or ten days in a fresh condition. Purchaser pays ex- 
press charges, but our LIBERAL EXPRESS CLUB RATES far 
more than compensate for express charges. 


Lost Orders 


It occasionally happens that an order is lost in coming to 
us, or the goods in going to the customer; therefore, if any 
who order do not hear from us within a reasonable length of 
time, they should send a duplicate order, naming the date ,on 
which the former one was sent, and the amount of money en- 
closed and in what form.

FOR LARGE CUT FLOWERS, 


Plant in a bed enriched with a good amount of well 
rotted cow manure. As the side shoots or suckers ap- 
pear at the base of the leaves, carefully pinch them 
out, thereby throwing the strength into the main stem, 
which keep carefully tied to a stake. When the buds 
appear, pinch out all the buds save the strongest one, 
and water with liquid cow manure about once a week 
until the bud begins to show color, then water only 
with clear water, being careful to keep the water off of 
the flower. By the above culture any person should be 
able to produce flowers of mammoth size, which should 
mature before the early frosts appear. If there is dan- 


ger of frosts drive stakes in the bed and Cover with 
muslin. If desired, four or five branches may be left, 
but only one flower should be allowed to each branch. 


POT PLANTS. 


When the main stem has attained a growth of about 
six inches, pinch the top out of it, leaving four or five 
eyes, which will start out side branches; when these 
side branches have attained: a growth of about four 
inches, pinch them, same as the main stem. When the 
buds appear you can disbud each branch. leaving only 
the strongest bud, or allow all of the buds to mature in 
a cluster on each branch.
